a sleeve mounted to said frame to rotatably receive said rotary drum shaft 

d e fining an axis of rotation ; 
an annular disk having an inner opening d e fin e d about said axis of rotation, said 

annular disk mounted to said removable rotary drum, said inner opening 

spaced away from a face of said removable rotary drum; 
a latch sleeve extending perpendicular from said sleeve in a p e rp e ndicular 

arrang e m e nt ; 

a latch telescopically mounted within said latch sleeve; and 
a biasing member to bias said latch away from said axis of rotation to retain said 
annular disk with said latch.
